ever wri.ton in blood. 
But It is not 
written in t h e unhallow ed blood of in­ 
justice and crime. 
T r ue patriotism 
does not find its expression in unholy 
deeds. 
It is one of those lofty s e nt i ­ 
ments 
of 
th e 
h um a n 
h e a r t which 
measures t h a t 
which 
is 
good in 
mankind r a t h e r th a n t h a t which is 
evil. 
N ext to th e love of God, 
and 
home and friends, th e love of country 
stirs m an to th e h ig h e st enth usiasm 
and prompts him to deeds of the noblest 
unselfishness. 
T h e m eaning of pa t r i ­ 
otism then is written 
r a t h e r in 
the 
blood of devotion and sacrifice. 
Men die for th e ir country. “ All t h a t 
a man h a t h will he give for 
his life,” 
and yet iu obedience to an instinct of 
his na ture more noble th a n t h a t of 
mere self-preservation, he lays aside 
all selfish considerations and 
with 
gladness yields up his life in defense of 
the sacred righ ts of 1 is native land. 
Before such g reatness of soul, t h a t 
would give its e a r th ly ta be r na c le to 
the hand of th e destroyer, 
in order 
t h a t a nation m ig h t be freed from th e 
curse of an oppressor, all men should 
bow in h um ble reverence. 
It may indeed be difficult in th e cold 
analysis of philosophy to undorrtand 
the s tr a ng e a t ta c h m e nt t h a t men h ave 
for th e land of th e ir birth . 
Especially 
is 
this 
true 
of 
th a t 
most 
fa­ 
miliar form of patriotism 
w hich a p­ 
pears on t h e surface as a seemingly 
blind devotion to th e national emblem. 
L’o him whose h e a rt is cold ami dead 
to th e high* r sentim ents of life, it is a 
m a tte r of wonderm ent t h a t men should 
with eagerness and joy shed th e ir pre c ­ 
ious blood unto the d e a t h to m aintain 
the respect which they think due to 
th a t little square of vari-colored bunt­ 
ing called th e ir dag, 
lit* cannot understand 
how in the 
awful c a r na g e of battle men shou d 
rally round th a t torn and ta tte re d ora- 
oletn. following its ad va nc e with th e 
•xulting enth usia m of hope, and its r» - 
treat with the awful torm ents of des­ 
pair; how in the terrific roar of a r t i l ­ 
lery, the indescribable death -ch illing 
•» cream of -hells, tne buzzing and - log ­ 
in g of bullets, th e oppressive, 
all 
e n­ 
veloping clouds of smoke, 
t og e t h e r 
with the cries of wounded and dying 
comrade- and 
brothers, 
and 
all the 
concomitant sights and sounds t h a t 
m ake war horrible, t h e constant s tr ug ­ 
gle of these men should 
be to guard 
th a t sta rry emblem, and to die r a t h e r 
than th a t a single fold should once 
droop in di-honor. 
To such a man must seem as incom­ 
prehensible fables th e stories we a re 
told 
of those bra ve 
patriots 
who, 
wounded 
unto death, h ave wrapped 


about th e m t h e beautiful fiag of theii 
nation, and br e a th e d out th e i r lives it 
the fulness of joy, counting it buts m a l 
sacrifice to die for God, and h om e and 
native land. 
11 m ay indeed be true t h a t this feel­ 
ing which prom pts men to fight to th» 
last drop of blood in defense of their 
country’s r i g h t is but a h ig h e r form 
0 ! 
t h a t instinct of self-preservation com ­ 
mon to all living beings, but whatever 
it m ay be it is a quality w h ich a wist 
Providence has given to e xa lt and dig ­ 
nify m ankind. 
Patriotism , when aroused by a sens» 
of d ang er, gives to man a spirit more 
th a n 
h um a n, 
appa re ls 
him 
in 
lofty c ourag e and raises him 
into ar 
exaltation of soul 
which th rills him 
and m akes him a conscious 
instrum ent 
in G od ’s hands for th e perform a nc e of 
heroic deeds. 
In patriotism is found 
for th e m ultitud e of m anly men th e in­ 
spiration, th e glim pse at t h e hidden 
su b lim ity of life, 
which, 
in 
tim es of 
uneventful peace, is vouchsafed only to 
poets, 
it is one of those altitudes of 
soul to which men are a t tim es raised 
from the ord ina ry levels of life. 
It is 
th e re fore justly t h a t we accord honor 
and reverence to a sentim ent which 
m akes men at times all h e a r t, 
all d e­ 
votion and sacrifice, 
But if it be th us noble to die in de­ 
fense of hom e and of t h a t fiag which 
tloats as th e em blem of national honor, 
dignity and stre ng th , it Is infinitely 
more noble and generous to die in d e ­ 
fense of down-trodden and suffering h u­ 
manity.

From t h e h e a r t s of 
th e most d e g ra d e d and cowardly, who 
envy, but d a r e not a spire tc 
such 
h eig h ts of soul, ascending th r oug h the 
g r e a t warm bosom of t h e m ass of h u­ 
m anity which e ve r th rills with syrapa 
ihy and a d m ira tion for t r ue manliness 
and nobility of being, 
up, up to the 
very th r one of God himself, 
a t whose 
r ig h t hand sits t h a t One who gave him 
self, 
a bleeding sacrifice upon 
the 
crons, t h a t ail m en m i g h t be freed frorn 
the g r e a t e r bond a g e of sin: t h e r e ris» :s 
a m ig h ty spontaneous tr i but e to the 
g r a nd e ur of soul which prom pts man 
to lay down his life with gladness in or­ 
d e r t h a t oth ers m a y live and be free. 
It is th e glory of t h e history of our 
nation t h a t we h a ve exemplified in a 
h ig h e r sense, and a m ore perfect m a n­ 
ner th a n any ot h e r people th e self-sao 
rificing spirit of patriotism of which I 
h ave just spoken. 
It is my purpose to tra c e briefly the 
successive steps by 
which, th roug h 
this a bounding patriotism we h ave a t ­ 
tained to far h i g h e r ideals and s t a nd ­ 
ard s of duty t h a n any oth e r nation 
known to history. 
It is th e prim al 
glory of our nation t h a t it had its ori­ 
gin am ong t h e pilgrim fathers, those 
revolutionists in th e h ig h e st sense, who 
in search of religious as well as politi­ 
cal liberty, left Scroby for Leyden, and 
Leyden for P lym outh Rock, “ down to 
th e 
P lym outh 
Rock, t h a t becam e to 
th e ir feet as a doorstep into a world 
unknow n—t h e corner-stone of a na ­ 
tion,” th e pilgrim fathers, those high- 
minded se e ke rs afte r liberty, who, as 
C h a nning said, 
" tur ne d to th e New 
W orld to redress th e ba la nc e of the 
O ld :” and t h e r e on those stern M assa­ 
chusetts coasts lay broad and deep th e 
foundations of a political structure, up. 
on whose coronal of glory in after 
years were 
to shine t h e gems of free 
worship, 
free g ove rnm e nt 
and free 
th oug h t. 
It is th e glory of our nation in the 
next place t h a t it accomplished its de­ 
liverance from th e tyra nny of England 
by a war so righteous, and so devoted 
to th e principles of justice and liberty 
a- to m erit t h e prom pt and unanimous 
approval of th e world, including 
Eng- 
land herself. 
Never was a sacrifice 
more patriotic, or a d m ir a ble or geuer. 
ous th a n t h a t which our forefaliurs- 
m ade to accomplish t h a t g r e a t step 
forward in th e world's progress which 
found its written expression in the Dec 
laration of Independence, 
whose pas 
sag e we today •commemorate. 
Nomi­ 
nally m e m be rs of a nation, they were 
yet not a nation and were denied a na 
tion’s rights. 
T h ey had no fiag typify­ 
ing th e ir nationality, in whose defense 
! arnl under whose inspiration they could 
fight, 
lu t h a t long and gloomy Strug 
j gle they were not contending in behalf 
i of th e g ove rnm e nt which was over and 
above th em , and which 
alth oug h » ¡p 
pressive and tyrannical, 
was yet » m- 
d e a r e J to th e m by centuries of time 
and countless associations. 
T h e moth- 
| or » country, th oug h m a d e sacred to 
them by many close ties of commerce, 
friendship and relation, 
wu.« , not the 
! object of th e ir devotion when they laid 
th e ir bleeding bodies upon th e altars 
! of sacrifice. 
W i th a coura g e t h a t was sublime in 
its tmroism, th e y rudely severed all 
the mystic c» *ril* of love which bound 
them to t h e m oth e r land aero.-- the 
sea. and poured forth in th a t 
mighty 
declaration of defiance th e g a th e re d 
protests of centuries ag ainst misrule 
and oppression. 
We do no violence to lang ¡a ge wh. n 
we speak of th e rebellion of our 
fore­ 
fathers against the 
British g overn­ 
ment, 'whose subjects they were, a.- be 


ing an exhibition of tr ue patriotism or 
love of country. 
T h e country which 
they loved was not E ngland, 
whence 
proc» ieded th e decrees of tyranny, but 
America, th e land of th e ir homes. 
The nation which they loved was not 
th a t one at whose h ead sat enthroned 
injustice in th e person of G eorge the 
Third, 
but it 
was t h a t still unre c og ­ 
nized, but neverth eless long-existing 
cation of colonists on this side of th e 
Atlantic, 
who would 
not in silence 
brook an oppressor’s wrong. 
O ur forefathers becam e patriots in a 
pe-eininent sense from this devotion to 
the rig h ts of th e A m e r ic a n colonies 
in th e absence of an ind ependent g ov­ 
e rnm e nt of th e ir own, t h e ir collective 
and inh e r e nt rig h ts as A m e ric a n c iti­ 
zens, who had been left alone to d e ve l­ 
op unaided th e ir own institutions amid 
the adversities of a new land, become 
to th em a living substitute for th e g ov­ 
e rnm e nt which they could not as yet 
possess. T h e y c a m e to look upon these 
rights as t h e i r ina lie na ble h e r i ta g e 
and as g ua r a nte e s of 
liberty 
which 
were sacred as a g a ins t even t h e K ing 
himself. 
W h e n, th erefore, G eorg e th e T h ir d , 
in his half insane desire to show th e 
r i g h t divine of kings to govern wrong, 
intre nc h e d upon t h e sacred rig h ts 
of 
the A m e ric a n people h e aroused a 
storm which when it h a d passed a w ay, 
revealed to him th e loss of th e fairest 
and most prom ising m e m be r of t h a t 
g r e a t em pire. 
A g a in it is to our glory t h a t h a v­ 
ing secured for ourselves th e blessings 
of liberty we did not rest content in th e 
selfish e njoym e nt of this ine stim a ble 
privilege. 
In t h e history of th e world 
no people h a d ever by mean? 
of a g r e a t 
war insisted t h a t t h e priceless boon of 
liberty which th e y them selves enjoyed 
should be e xte nd e d to oth e rs still in 
bondage. 
T h e cause of 
liberty, 
and 
justice and progress took an im m e a s ur ­ 
able stride forw ards w hen th e arm ie s 
of th e Union took t h e sword in be h a lf 
of four millions of oppressed and d ow n­ 
trodden h um a n beings, and by t h e ex" 
pediture of a half million 
of lives 
and 
countless tr e a sur e , raised this aftlicted 
and despised portion 
of h um a nity into 
t h e enjoym e nt of Its na t ur a l and God- 
giveo rights. 
N e ve r in all t ne w or ld ’s history had 
a nation set so h ig h t h e s t a nd a r d of na ­ 
tional honor and na tiona l duty. 
N e ve r 
in t h e w orld’s history h a d th e r e 
been 
waged a w a r for a cause so holy and 
righteous, and as individual upr i g h t ­ 
ness will be r e w a r d e d so will na tiona l 
uprightness. 
L a r g e ly as a result of 
t h a t w ar w ag ed for r ig h t, A m e r ic a h a s 
become th e most supe rb Btar in t h e 
g ala xy of nations. 
W e can m e a sure 
but dim ly w h a t it has become in 
m a ­ 
teria l g row th and resources and d e ve l­ 
opment. 
It is g r e a t e r t h a n m e re vol­ 
umes of statistics of corn and cotton 
and factories and men. W e shall ne ve r 
be able to c om pr e h e nd the universal 
stimulus to intellect and invention and 
principles and pra c tic e of r i g h t and 
justice t h a t c a m e from t h a t g r e a t w a r 
for t h e saving of th e Union. 
It was 
not alone t h a t victory c a m e to our 
forces and de fe a t to t h e i r enemies t h a t 
caused this i m m e a s ur a bly g r e a t step 
forw ard in t h e progress of t h e nation. 
It was r a t h e r t h a t th e se men of th e 
Union a rm ie s foughl and died in de. 
fense of t h e principles of e ve rla sting 
right. 
It was t h a t th e y 
foug h t t h e 
battles of t h e i r God. 
It was t h a t th e y 
fought to m a k e safe and secure t h e 
foundations of liberty. 
It was t h a t in 
th e i r self-sacrificing 
pa triotism th e y 
h um bly followed t h e e xa m ple of t h e 
N azarene, who g a ve as a ranson for 
oth e rs his life upon t h e cross. 
H a ving waged a g r e a t w ar to free 
t h e oppressed and suffering ones with* 
in our own borders, it would h ave been 
said a few years ago t h a t we h a d re a c h 
ed th e utm ost lim it of our national 
duty. 
Few sta te sm e n even in t h e i r 
d re a m s conceived t h a t am ong th e r e ­ 
sponsibilities of nations m ig h t be an 
obligation to inte rfe re in 
foreign 
af. 
fairs for h um a ni t y’s sa ke alone. 
Few 
statesm en th e n could be found to a d vo­ 
c a te t h a t inte rna tiona l relations should 
be based upon any oth e r t h a n selfish 
motives. 
T w o 
years 
ago 
C h r is t ia n 
A r m e nia lay pr os tr a te and 
bleeding 
be ne a th th e iron heel of Moslem. 
T h e 
inte re st of h um a ni ty and C h r is tia nity 
calls loudly upon th» ‘ nations of Europe 
to put an end to th is monstrous out ra g e 
pe r pe tr a te d at th e ir very doors, 
but 
t h e cry of A r m e nia c a m e up to these 
nations in vain. 
“ T h e G r a nd Old Man 
of Englano, ’ whose r e c e nt d e a th 
th e 
world still m ourns as an i r r e pa r a bl e 
loss, from th e mellow sunset of 
his r e ­ 
tiring years a t H a w a r d e n th und e re d a 
te r r ible phillippic a t his own c oun­ 
try because it d a r e d not rise to this 
loftier h e i g h t of national duty, but in­ 
stead left poor A r m e nia to its fate. 
it has re m a ine d for our own A m e r r 
ea, e ve r proudly lea d ing in th e van 
of 
progress and liberty to act up to this 
h ig h e s t conception of national 
duty. 
W e ar» - today involved in a 
war of a j 
c h a r a c t e r h i th e r t o unknown in th e a n­ 
nals of history. 
W e h a ve violated all | 
tra ditions and precedents, for we have 
voluntarily beg un and now 
vigorously ! 
m aintain a g r e a t war solely from mo- 
j 
t.ves of h um anity. 
U nlike all 
oth e r 
form er wars, in this th e a t ta c k ing na ­ 
tion sticks noth ing for itself. 
In 
no' 
way can selfishness be 
predicated of 
this unique conflict. 
Events h a ve al. 
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ready giv en u s by conqu est a large in­ 
su lar territory , and it may be that 
with ju stice and honor it shall become 
ou r du ty to maintain these acqu isitions. 
\ et the fact will ev er remain that thi.- 
war was Oegu n and will be finished 
irom no motiv es of conqu est or ev en of 
incidental gain to ou rselv es. 
None of the v irtu es of democratic in­ 
stitu tions, of which u nder God we are 
stili the chief beneticiarie 9 and gu ard­ 
ians, hav e ev er thriv en u nder Sp anish 
ru le in that fertile and dev astated isl­ 
and which marks Sp ain's remnant of 
dominion in the New World. 
Herself 
still slu mbering in the mists of mediev ­ 
alism, u tterly ou t of sy mp athy with 
the modern world, the sway of Sp ain 
ov er the fair island of Cu ba has by it* 
barbarity offered the fou lest disgrace 
of the centu ry . 
By methods» of warfare 
abhorent to civ ilization she has brou ’t 
to death throu gh starv ation hu ndreds 
of thou sands of innocent men. women 
and children. 
Her u np arallelled cru ­ 
elties to her colonies, beginning in the 
first qu arter of the centnry and steadily 
au gmenting to the p resent, hav e be­ 
come a fou l blot u p on civ ilization, a 
rep roach to u s as her neighbors, and a 
situ ation, as President McKinley de­ 
clared, intolerable to a liberty -lov ing, 
liberty -u p holding p eop le. 
It was in 
dastardly keep ing with so dastardly a 
career that while we were y et at p eace 
with her she shou ld hav e treacherou s­ 
ly su nk beneath the waters of Hav ana 
harbor one of ou r gallant ship s with 
266 of her gallant crew; bu t as there is 
in heav en a God of ju stice, that fou l 
blot shall be av enged, and in that ab­ 
horrent deed Sp ain has already read 
the p ortents of her own sp eedy destru c­ 
tion. 
On high moral grou nds, su stained by 
the ju dgment of all ou r p eop le, and 
ev en more significantly by the instinc­ 
tiv e and institu tionl sy mp athy of the 
whole Anglo-Sax on race, we began 
and now magnificently wage a right­ 
eou s war to blot ou t this great scandal 
u p on the closing hou rs of this greatest 
of the centu ries. 
< )u r condu ct of the war has been su ch 
that we may today indu lge ih p ardon­ 
able felicitations. 
The war came u p on 
u s so su ddenly that six mcmtbs ago one 
wou ld hardly hav e dared to p redict it, 
and it fou nd u s in a measu re u np rep ar­ 
ed. 
\ et armies hav e been gathered 
and equ ip p ed, nav ies collected and 
strengthened, and sent to the u tter­ 
most p arts of the seas, and great bat­ 
tles fou ght and gloriou s v ictories won, 
and v ast conqu ests made with a v igor 
and p romp tness and su ccess heretofore 
u np aralleled. 
Ou r nav y , u ntil recently the con­ 
temp t of the great nav al p owers, has 
su ddenly become the admiration and 
the fear of the world. 
Nor at Salamis, 
or Actiu m, or Abou kir, or Trafalgar, 
or Cop enhagen has the greatest sea 
battle been fou ght, bu t at the doors of 
the Orient, in the trop ic waters of Ma­ 
nila, beneath the American flag. 
The 
world stands amazed at the marv el of 
the stu p endou s feat, the most dramatic, 
brilliant, ov erwhelming and gloriou s 
in the annals of nav al history . 
And 
today , « to make dou bly comp lete the 
glory of this great anniv ersary , comes 
the news that to the thu ndering requ i­ 
em of the gu ns of Admiral Samp son’s 
fleet another and greatest of Sp anish 
squ adrons has fou nd a grav e beneath 
the waters of Santiago bay . 
From 
su ch matchless deeds as these, from 


We are again a u nited nation. Sec 
tionalism between the north and the 
sou th has been forev er obliterated, the 
bitter memories of that great fratri 
cidal strife forgotten. 
Today great 
confederate leaders v ie with 
great 
u nion leaders in u p holding the honor 
of the grand old stars and strip es and 
in leading ou r u nited armies on to v ict­ 
ory . 
Today the grandson of General 
Grant fights u p on the staff of the son of 
General Lee. 
To-day the boy s in blu e, 
thank God, no longer in gray , from the 
Sou th, fight gladly side by side with 
the boy s in blu e from the north. 
To­ 
day the length and breadth of ou r great 
land owns bu t one flag, the grand old 
flag of the Union. 
"Flag o f the No rth 
To Fla g o f the So uth — 
Flo at we the sa me flag? 
Ha llo wed sta r-spa ngled o ne, ca lm, pure ami 
rega l. 
Lead us to rea p where the ha rv est is so wn, 
Fo llo w the screa m o f o ur clo ud-circling ta gle, 
Burst fro m Its ca ge, Its wa r pinio ns new- 
gro wn ; 
Spread and unfurl to tel! v icto ry ’s sto ry , 
Sy mbo l o f justice, sy mbo l o f glo ry , 
Wav e fo r tin* Fnlo n!

No w the sa m e flag,” 
And then, too, in this great solv ent of 
a righteou s war has been iargely ob 
literated the traditional hatred of the 
mother-land across the Atlantic. 
In 
her av owed sy mp athies and mu ltitu di 
nou s ex p ressions of good will, we may 
see the beginnings of an era of a better 
feeling between these two great Anglo 
Sax on nations. 
We believ e that for 
the Anglo-Sax on tongu e and tbe Anglo 
Sax on interests and the Anglo-Sax on 
institu tions and the Anglo-Sax on p eo 
p ie are destined the great things of 
this world. 
It is significant; it may be v astly 
more significant than we now dream, 
that in this great war for hu manity we 
shou ld hav e the av owed moral sy mp a­ 
thy of England, Scotland and Ireland 
while against this v ast, combination, 
the decadent members of the Eu rop ean 
family of nations hav e natu rally allied 
themselv es with ou r enemies. 
In this 
great cleav age between the nations we 
may p ossibly read the beginnings of an 
antagonism between the old and the 
new which may soma day make of the 
whole world an armed field. 
Bu t we seek no p olitical alliance, of­ 
fensiv e or defensiv e, with England. 
We hav e many interests of commerce 
and sentiment which wou ld dou btless 
be su bserv ed by su ch an alliance. 
If 
we were disp osed to conqu est, as we 
are not, su ch a reu nion of forces wou ld 
p rov e irresistable. 
Bu t u ntil England 
has righted the wrongs of centu ries 
towards her Irish su bjects, we can, and 
shall, make no p olitical alliance with 
her which shall set at nau ght tht sac 
rifices 
and 
the inv alu able serv ices 
throu gh all ou r history of ou r celtic 
citizen and friend. 
By the su dden and u nex p ected for­ 
tu nes of war we hav e acqu ired a great 
dominion in the orient, within a few 
hou rs of China, where already hu ge 
old world forces are at work for the 
op ening of the East. 
We hav e been 
brou ght face to face with 
p roblems 
new, not only to u s, bu t to the world. 
By retaining these acqu isitions in the 
East we shall be brou ght into the p res­ 
ence of world-wide mov ements which 
may menace ou r interests with the 
grav est dangers. 
It is now too early 
to forecast a ru le for ou r gu idance in 
the comp lications which 
will resu lt 
from this war. 
It will requ ire the 


bad p erformed; hu did not tell of the 
giOi ies which they had achiev ed; bu t 
he sp oke of Athens, Athens of cu ltu rt J 
intellect; Athens of generou s emotion: 
Athens of p erfect law: that Athens 
which fu rnished an ex amp le of intel­ 
lectu al glory which lighteth the world 
with her magnificent trop hies. 
That 
was the orator’s theme. 
And then as 
the highest tribu te that cou ld be p aid 
the dead, he said that they were the 
Sons and Sav iors of 
that Athens, 
worthy to be born of her, and worthy 
to die for her, so we p ay the highest 
comp liment and best ex p ress ou r ad­ 
miration for these sons and defenders 
of ou r cou ntry , its liberty and honor, 
when we say that they are worthy to 
be the sons and defenders of this great 
nation, beneath the march of whose 
stu p endons p rogress the world trem­ 
bles. 
Bu t the triu mp hs of ou r day s of 
p eace hav e been infinitely 
greater 
than the triu mp hs of ou r day s of war. 
Let u s today hop e that the p resent 
great strife may sp eedily terminate. 
Let u s p ray that war tho world ov er 
may become forev er a thing of the 
p ast.

the su p erior tactics and skill of ou r 
men and the ex cellence of ou r v essels 
and their armament, we hav e the right 
to feel that the American nav y , mann­ 
ed by American men. if not the iargest 
is y et the most effectiv e fighting force 
in ex istence. 
ft has become fashionble in recent 
y ears for orators of a certain class to 
lament the decay of p atriotism, alleg­ 
ing that lov e of cou ntry and the sp irit 
of cou rage hav e been lost in lov e of 
gain: bu t I call y ou to witness from 
the ev ents of the p ast few weeks, from 
the deeds of wondrou s aehiev ment and 
daring of Dewey and Gridley and Hob­ 
son and Samp son and Shafter, and the 
thou sands of men 
of lesser fame bu t 
p erhap s not lesser merit, that the lov e 
I of cou ntry and of honor and the sp irit 
of brav ery hav e not been absorbed in 
selfish greed; ou t that American hearts 
Uirob ju st as qu ickly and indignantly 
as of y ore at the tou ch of inju stice or 
dishonor. 
We are now in the midst of the most 
momentou s day s of the closing y ears 
of this great centu ry , day s in which 
are being written whole v olu mes of 
history . 
We cannot at p resent fu lly 
grasp their enormou s meaning, 
we 
cannot p redict their tremendou s conse- 
qu enced. 
Already resu lts little less 
than marv elou - hav e been brou ght to 
p ast. 
Six y ear» ago today from this 
v ery p latforn I v entu red to p redict that 
in the long y ears to com©, some man 
standing here wou ld be able to tell tho 
p erfect healing of the breach between 
the north and the sou th, and a closer 
u nion of hearts between America and 
the motherland acrots the sea. 
It was 
a p rediction born p erhap s of the en­ 
thu siasm of y ou th, and I little thou ght 
that in six short y ears it wou ld be my 
own p rou d p riv ilege to sp eak its fu lfill* 
rnent. 
^ et the marv el we ail hop ed 
i 
for, if at all, as one of the p ossibilities j 
only of the coming centu ries, has been |
